DETAILED ACTION 



1. According to paper no. 17 filed on Oct. 17, 2002, the applicants have amended claims 44 and 
45. 

2. Claims 1, 4-10, 12, 13, 16-33, 36-59 and 61 are now pending in the application. 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1,4-10, 12, 13, 16-33, 36-59 and 61, renumbered as 1-53, are allowed since the 
applicants arguments ( paper no. 17 ) were persuasive regarding prior art and obviousness 
rejections. The examiner agrees with the applicants arguments that the instant claims directed to 
median particle size ( atleast 40 um ) of crystals of citalopram are not anticipated by prior art 
references and furthermore, are not obvious over the prior art references. The examiner agrees 
with the applicants arguments on page 6, last paragraph regarding unexpected superior results of 
instant larger size crystals in terms of flowability and direct compression. Thus, all rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are now withdrawn.
